THEIR DANCES. — 


“> Madamo Clande Riviere who ii in 


charges of the ‘Samoan Dancers,” 


who are giving euch a detightful : 


performance at the Star Theatre 
this week, in on interview with our 
dramatis.critio gave some interest- 
ing. details of tha origin and mean- 
ing of the dances. ee ; 

Tho: natives of Samoa are, she 
said, tho ‘least touched by ‘civiliza- 
tion of any of the Polynesians, 
Except for a coastal fringe the 
country and the people are much 
what they were before the white 
man first set foot on the islands, 
wearing their native costume and 
dancing the traditional steps for 
their own pleasure. They have no 
civilization, aa. the west . under- 
stands the word, but the thythm of 
their lives is dictated by nature and 
they. have an intuition which has 
kept alive & high form of natural 
culture. In their lives thero is no 
| yesterday and no to-morrow, danc- 
ing, singing and love are their mode 
of expression and their chief -in- 


“ savages ’’ they are governed by an 
elaborate ritual code which ce 
prestes itself chiefly in’ the. form. 
Blities of politeness. The visitor is 
received. in soiie bare hut with as 
much ceremony as in a. diplomatic 
salon... te 

The Samodtis have’ theinselves for- 
gotten tho full meaning of many 
of the movements of the traditional 
dances.. In the ' Siva Siva,”’ for 
example, which is danced sitting 
| down, the movements cortainly ‘re- 
flect the actions of paddling a canoe 
and throwing.a epear, but they un- 
doubtedly .had originally a deeper 
meaning. The essential of all: Poly- 
nesian dances is, However, not 
motive but rhythm, which is accen- 
tuated by beating the limbs. : 

The ‘Taoualuna,” ao ~ favourite 
dance of the Samoans, ‘can be seen 
on any evening. After a day, pass- 
ed in sleep the people rouse them- 
selves about. four in ‘the afternoon 
and bathe in the streams and pools. 
Then, while the men ore preparing 
the cooking stoves of vhot etones, 
the girls gather flowers for the 


wreaths to be worn that evening. |: 


Having had thoir meal they sit in. 
the semi-circular hita and dance 
and sing all night. The tempera- 
ture ‘is exactly that of a warm 
bath. Before tho but is.the-strand 
of white coral, behind the luxuriant | 
tropical vegetation, everything 
bathed in moon light in which the 
oiled bodiey of the men gleam like 
gold and ‘the intense faces of the 
elder men and women can be seen 
immobile, watching a.elender girl 
who has sprung up to dance the 
“ Taualuna.”- ® 
Her ‘dance ia an expression of th 
scene, and as sho moves all nature 
seems to dance with her, .The move- 
ments. are all liquid; undulating,— | 
ap expression of the body, they are 
yet free of any, of the: deliberate 
allure. of . the, debascd. ‘' deriva- 
tives."
